At the dispensary it was’ found that 
Ehrandal was not fatally hurt. His faée, 
kree and hand were cut, and his back was 
badly sprained an@ bruised, but it is ex- 
pected that he will soon recover.

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WALTER DAMROSCH DASHES THROUGH TOWN 


The coming and gotng of the celebrated 
“Parsifal” was quite 
Prince Henry. 

Walter Damrosch fairly dashed through 
the city Sunday afternoon with the New 
York Symphony Orchestra and ten vocal 
soloists, and music lovers of the commu- 
nity raced alongside and caught such por- 
tions of the famous Wagner music drama 
as they could. 

Mr. amrosch was in a hurry. Though 
we had never heard ‘‘Parsifal,”’ and were 
as anxious as any other city on earth to 
violate the composer’s dying wish that it 
should never be heard outside his chosen 
city of Bayreuth, Mr. Damrosch could only 
give us two hours and thirty minutes, and 
then he was gone. 

But those two hours and thirty minutes! 
Ah, when shall we forget them? Personal- 
ly, I give Mr. Damrosch credit for having 
given us the finest musica] treat of the 
season. 

Not that the concert version of ‘“‘Parsi- 
fal’ was ail exquisite music, for at times 
it was tedious. But there were exquisite 
moments, and, in addition,, Mr. Damrosch 
so Uluminated the’ composition that it was 
un standable and enjoyable to such an 
extent that the two and one-half hours 
were gone in one splendid moment. 

Mr. Damrosch could not. of course, play 
the whole score of ‘“Parsifal,’’ nor could 
his singers sing all of the great music 
drama. So what he did was to have the 
orchestra play parts of it and haye the 
singers sing parts of it, while Mr. Dam- 
rosch himself interpolated with the story, 
in order that we might understand just 
what the music expressed. He did this 
very cleveriv. and it was as unique as ii 
was ce!l'eghiful. 

“Parsitai’ is a great sacred allegory, and 
there are times in it when the whole 
majesty of music is felt and understood. 
The song of the flower maidens, of. which 
we have heard so much, was sung by six 
ladies, who accompanieal Mr. Damrosch 
and the orchestra. he song was splendid, 
indeed. 
Bertha Harmon, Maud Kenny, Margaret 
Crawford, Katherine Wheeler and Estelle 
Bloomfield and Mme. Ruby Cutter-Savaze. 

The other singers were Dan F. Beddoe, 
tenor, who sang some parts of the role 
of Parsifal, and Francis Archambault, 
baritone, who’ sang as the king, Amfortas. 

The best appreciated effort of the after- 
neon was the playing of the Good Friduy 
Spell on the violin by David Mannes. The 
audience came out of the spell which the 
sacred music cast upon it, and was amind 
to encore Mr. Mannes. 

The audience filled. the Qdeon, more than 
2000 persons being present. 
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The return of the Bostonians is notable 
for the cleverness of ite new prima donnas 
—Gertrude Zimmer and Adele Rafter. 

These two sprightly young ladies carried 
away the most of the applause at the Cen- 
tury Theater Sunday night, when the Bos- 
tonians sang Victor Herbert’s ‘‘The Sere- 
nade,” ‘than which there is nothing prettier 
in all the domain of comic. opera. 

Miss Zimmer is the prima donna sou- 
brette of the company, and if there is a 
better one on the stage today she would 
be pleasing, irdeed, to see; for this clever 
little girl, while not blessed with a strik- 
ing beauty, is so animated and so voiceful 
and naive in her way that she makes the 
Yvonne of “The Serenade,” a very capti- 
ing lassie, Indeed. The audience was at 
times loath to relinquish her at all. 


Miss Rafter is the singing prima donna 
of the company, her role being that from 


which quite illustrious predecessors have 
graduated. She is not the equal of some of 
these in voice, but one fairly gasps in ad- 
miration when she makes. her initial ap- 
pearance in the character of Dolores, for 
she exhibits a fresh and picturesque. béauty 
delizhiful to see.” Miss Rafter is a bru- 
nette, with dark eyes of the size and sort 
described by poets as being the windows 
of the soul. She has a graceful figure, an 
expressive countenance, and a _ contralto 
voice which, while it is not strong. is culti- 
vated and pleasing. Her solo work was 
pap cage Fs ge uded.
